i.f his contempt. Even Mr. Johnson, whose 
address and authorities are appropriated 
bv the organ, disclaimed jjersonally the 
olijectioii he was "iustriieted" to make as 
a lawyer. Ho laid great stress on this 
disavowal and pointedly said he did not 
"sliaro" in it. This should have been 
suflicient under the circumstances to sat- 
isfy even the organ; but not so. The 
points that Mr. Johiiaon was "instructed" 
to press upon his lordship's attention are 
repeated by the organ without his dis- 
claimer, and an attempt is made to show- 
that because Mr. Justice Gray had de- 
cided II local act to be bad, ho was unlit 
to try a case in which the goveriiinent 
has an interest.

Several years ago Cant. Spring built a 
schooner named the fcixporiinent of about 
75 tons burden and traded with her on 
west coast of the ishuid for some 'iiue. 
She Was then sold tu a company of Chi- 
namen who after awhile ran her on a rock 
outside of Nanaimo harbor when alio was 
sunk and abandoned. Subsequently she 
was towed, waterlogged witli big holes in 
her bottom, bulwarks goiio and not a stick 
Blanding, into this harbor and beached 
noiir the secoml bridge where for two or 
three years tho title ebbed and flowed 
through her. At high water it will bo re- 
ntenibored she was almost submerged. 
While thus direlect, a man named John 
Linton who has lost the faculty of speech 
aiul can only speak in a very indistinct 
whisper took possession of the old hulk 
and towed it across to Muirhead & Mann's 
wharf where he cotnmenceil repairs last 
summer. High titles and storms of List 
winter sot her atloat and for a few ilays 
she endangered shipping in tne harbor by 
drifting up and down the channol.

made an arrangement with the govern 
ment as is commonly known, I had 
started one party of about 20insiia!idliad 
80 more eiiKaged. Four days after, on 
Friday 14th July, I had 120 men at work 
with all necessary tools, camp outfit and 
supplies. Thus in a week after the date 
mentioned by an experienced man as the 
probable time lo start, over 100 men 
wero at work; increased a fow days after- 
wards to ir<8 men and 10 animals, horses 
and oxen between Yale and Boston Bar. 
Considering tho present scarcity of labor 
I submit that no time w.as lost on my 
part and to talk of six mtks being allowed 
Iu puss (Did Tiothing dmc, as somo of your 
intorinants have, is absurd as well as un- 
true. 

The damage done to the road was very 
serious, much worse than in 1870 aa tho 
two heaviest pieces of work we had were 
above high water that ^ear. 

Tbe work of retiring was. pushed 
ahead as fast as possible, and on nie 7th 
August, tho earliest day on which the 
water permitted, a temporary bridge was 
thrown across Anderson Creek; when the 
road might fairly be considered open, 
though of course not fully repaired. On 
that day the first 12-mulo team passed 
over, going down and two days after, on 
tho 9th, two ox-teatfis loaded, went up. 
Yet I find a statement in The Cdomat of 
the same date that the, nxtd is impassable 
and will be for ihree iveeks lo eorne. 

Unfortunately the river again rose very 
unexpectedly, destroyed tho bridge and 
interrupted communication for a time. 
It has again been repIaGed, a good cross- 
ing made and the work of rebuilding the 
permanent structure has been begun, 
liepairs are nearly completed and the 
road generally reported in excellent or- 
der. 

Finally, in 187C the road was impassa- 
ble for a period of 63 days. This time un- 
der greater difficulties in every way it 
was made passable, and passed over, af- 
ter being closed 64 days from 4th J une to 
7tli August. 

Now sir with your usual courtesy and 
neadhiese to see fair play I am sure yon 
will give this a place in your columns.
